But long before this, in 
the Reign of Henry IV. Players, Rhimers and Min- 
ftrels, were declared Vagabonds in Wales; and the 
Keaton afligned by the Statute is, to efchew many 
Difeafes and Miichiefs wrought by them. In the 
d Hen, 8. there was a very fevere A&t made againtt 
fummers, whereby it was made highly Penal for a 
Man to keep fo much as a Vizard Mask in his Houle. 
The Statutes of the 14th of Elizabeth, the 39th of 
the fame Queen, the ift of FamesI. and the uf of 
Charles 1. do in exprets Words condemn all Stage Plays, 
and common Incerludes, as unlawful Exercifes and 
Paftimes, occafioning many great Inconveniencies, 
Quarrels, Bloodfheds, and Dilorders, to God's Dif- 
honour, and the Publick Prejudice. If therefore the 
Reafon of the Thing, the Practice of other Nations, 
and the Conduct of our Anceftors thew, that there is 
a Danger in indulging Stage-Plays at all, and that 
they ought not to be indulged, but under certain Re- 
ftrictions, at the Direction of the Magiftrate; why 
‘fhould it be thought fo extraordinary a Thing, that 
the Legiflature fhould, in our Times, interpote? Or 
with what colour of Truth can Mr. D’_/nvers, or 
any of his Correfpondents, call the Bill now depend- 
ing, an Infringment on the Britib Liberry, fince it 
does no more than reinforce former Laws? 

Bur it has been fuggetted, thar the prefent Re- 
gulation hath been occafioned by a Complaint made 
of Dramatick Pieces reflecting on the Government ; 
and what then? Would it not have been complained 
of as a greater Hardfhip, if this Law had been made 
on no Complainre at all? All Laws are provided to 
remedy the Inconveniencies in Being; nor had we 
any Act to prohibit the Teaching, rhatir is lawtul to 
take Arms again(t the Prince, ar the Commandment 
of the Pope, till fome of the Papal Advocates taught 
that his Holinefs had a Power of fanctifying R ebel- 
lion, which [ humbly conceive no Man of Senfe can 
believe to be either in him or the People, which ts 
the modern Doctrine of ‘ome Folks I could mention. 
In the Reign of King James I. there was an Act 
made for preventing and avoiding the great Abufe of 
the Holy Name of God in Stagz-Plays; Interludes, 
May-Games, Shows, or fuch like; whereby the 
Actor was to forfeit ten Pounds, one Moiety to the 
King, the other to the Informer. That this was a 
jult and reafonable Law, I prefume there is none will 
have the Face to deny ; and yet where we find Fear 
God written, we find Honour the King immediately 
fubjoined ; and therefore, if a Law was formerly ne- 
cefiary to prevent the Name of God to be prophaned 
in Plays, I can fee no hurt in providing againft the 
fpreading feditious Notions in the fame Way ; unlefs 
ome great Genius fhould arife and demonttrate, that 
Sedition is no Sin, and that Government was fet up by 
God and Man, only to be {coffed at while ftanding, 
and to be kick’d down when the People pleafed. 

I am, Secondly, to {peak as to the Reftraining of 
Aétors, and the ReafonablenefS and Lawfulnef? of 
this, notwithftanding the Ourcries that have been 
made againft ir. If there be great Danger of cor- 
rupting -Peopte’s Morals by the indifcriminate acting 
of all Stage-Plays, it cannot but be reafonable to re- 

ulate and reftrain Actors. And that this is not 
Senaien the Queftion, but a juft and fair Inference, 
may be proved from the Greek and Latin Hiftorians. 
To avoid Prolixity I fhall obferve, that at Rome all 
Actors were, by Publick Edicts, deprived of honour- 
able Preferment in the Commonwealth, disfranchifed, 
and removed out of their refpective Tribes : And 
that we may not conceive this to be done without Rea- 
fon, Cornelius Tacitus enters a little into the Merits 
of the Caufe, and rells us, that in the Reign of Tibe- 
vius, on repeated Complaints of the Prztors, of the 
Impudence of Stage-Players, fetting forth, that they 
had done many Things feditioufly in Publick, and 
many more fcandalouily difhoneft in Private Houfes, 
being come to the utmoft Height of Immodefty and 
Lewdnefs ; they were, dy the Authority of the Em- 
peror and Senate, banifhed /taly. The great Marcus 
Aurelius {peaking of the People, fays, the Adulte- 
ries, Rapes, Murders, ‘Tumults, and other Outrages, 
which Stage-Players did occafion and commit, were 
fo excetlve, and the Minds which they corrupted 


















to banifh them our of /tcly to the Hellefpont, where 
he commanded his Lieutenant to keep them to hard 
Labour. In the Primitive Church, Stage-Players 
were ipfo fa&o excommunicated, till they renounced 
their Proteflion. And if it be lawful in fo polite an 
Age as this to mention the Ancient Fathers, no Soret 
of Men were ever fo vehemently inveighed againit 
by them, as thefe. By the Statute of 14 Eliz. all 
Commen Players of Interludes, ail wandring Min- 
ftrels, and idle Perfons, ufing unlawful Games, are 
declared to be Rogues, Viedanks, and Sturdy Beg- 
gars, and fubjected to rhe Punifhments appointed 
tor fuch Offenders by Law, unle‘s they were licenied 
by Barons, or Noblemen of higher Degree. Bur this 
Licence did not skreen them from the Infamy, bur 
from the Penalty of that Aét only. However, by 
a Statute made the 1ft of James I. the Exception in 
the laft-mentioned Act is taken away, and Players 
left to the Law, and fubjected to all the Penalties of 
the Offenders heretofore mentioned: Which what 
they are, I hope, the Reader will excule me, if f{ 
fet not down ; becaufe I do not feek to heap Odium 
on thefe People, or delight in calling them Names. 
All I aim at is, to fhew that the Friends of the de- 
fiened Regulation have Reafon, and Cuftom too, on 
their Side ; and that their clamorous Adverfuries, 
notwithftanding all their high Pretenceés, have nei- 
ther. What I have already offered, is, I hope, 
more than fuffictent to fuppore what I have advanced, 
which in few Words is no more than this, that from 
the Nature of Dramatick Entertainments, it has been 
always more than queftionable, Whether, without 
Reftriction, they might not be very prejudicial to 
the State ? For which Reafon, where-ever they have 
been permitted ar all, they have been permitted with 
Reftrictions, both in Refpeét to the Performances 
themfelves, and to the Performers; that in Great 
Britain they have never been free from fuch Re- 
ftraints ; and that, therefore, the prefent Regulation, 
as it took Rife from Pieces generally allowed to be 
offenfive, is no more than a neceflary Precaution in 
the Government ; and fuch a Precaution as the 
Neglect of it might have been imputed to the Ac- 
miniftration as a Crime, if any Tumults or Outrages 
had been committed in Confequence of fuch Enter- 
tainments, as have made the propofed Regulation ne- 
ceflary. 

I miGHT very well have concluded this Paper 
here ; but before I make an End of ir, I beo Leave to 
obferve two Things: Firft, That ic is bur juft that 
Plays, and, indeed, all Publick Diverfions, fhould be 
liable to the Infpection of the Magiftrate, becaufe they 
are Publick, and concern the People in general. For 
tho’ it would be a great Infringement on the Briti/b 
Freedom, to inipect the Conduct of Families at their 
Fire-fides; yet I cannot conceive thatthe Publick has 
any Right to complain at their not having Ribaldry 
or Treafon exhibued to them, under the Colour of Di- 
verfion. We remember the Time when it was fafhion- 
able to decilaim, not only againft an Adminiftration, 
but againft the Conftitution, in Pulpits: But was it 
ever doubted that this was penal, as well as {candalous? 
And was not Dr. Sacheverel condemned for it, after 
a moft Solemn Trial before the Higheft Court of Ju- 
dicatory in England? Shall we then prefer the Stage 
to the Church, and allow Diverfion to colour what 
we would not fuffer to be cloaked by Confcience ? 
My Second Remark is, That the Patrons of the 
Stage ough® not to exclaim againft this Adminiftra- 
tion, on Account of the Hardfhip they fuppof will 
be brought on the Fraternity of Players and Play- 
wrights ; they ought to vent their Indignation againft 
the old Laws, which, asJ have fthewn, were much 
more rigorous than this ; or, to fpeak ferioufly, they 
ought to be angry with thofe, whofe licertious Bcha- 
viour hath made this Regularfon defireable. And, 
if I might be worthy to advife them, they ought to 
utter their Complaints with Decency, left thofe whofe 
Duty it is to reprefs Luxury, as the Bane of the 

Nation, fhould take Occafion, from the mighty Fx- 
pence of the Stage, the obfcene Dances, and orlcr 
{candalous Praétices thereon, to verify the Crafif~ 
man's Motto, and proceed to an Extinction, inftead 
of troubling them/éelves farther about a Reformationg’U | | 

For whatever fome People may think of their Powega 
of Reafoning or Railing, they will find to thgigy 
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Colt, that the Body of the Nation have not fo far 
loft their Wits, as to rebel on Account either of 
Drunkeonef& or Debauchery. The reftraining the 
“exceffive Ue of Spirituous Liquors, and the curbin 
the Licentioulnefs ot the Theatres, are plain Proots 
that the Adminiftration docs not encourage Luxury, 
and that thofe who fo warmly oppofe them do. As 
‘for QOpcras’and Mafquerades, the Craftimen would 
have been their Friends soo, if attacked ; she’ they 
now ekprels their Indignation, that they were pot firit 
deitroyed : Which fhews how fenfible they are that 
the Protection of the Stage has nothing to.do with 
Patrioritt. “One Thing, however, !s in their Power, 
and will ferve asthe Criterion of their Patriotim ; 
which is, if neither they or their Families go to 
O eras or Mafqucrades for the future, this will fhew 
a moft righteous Antipathy to /talians, and a moft con- 
(clentious Contempt of the Varieties of this World ; 
which, like moft other Hypocrites, they have hi- 
therto Coudemned by their Words, juft as openly as 
they countenance them by their Practice.
